ow it is asked ex; ressly because of the 
necessities of the lantle r, the maturity 
is only protected by the: strecessful re sult 
ofthe investment, not by the investment 
itself, and with a lost crop there may be 
a lost advance by the factor. It wilil be 
better then to change this system of ac- 
ceptances, charge moderate commissions, 
clone the accountof the planter annually, 
and prepare for (he inevitable competition 
in the soil as well as the production of 
our great steple.
